County  Court,s  Long  Vacation  Rules,  1900. 

1.  There  shall  be  a vacation  in  the  County  Courts  of 
Nanaimo  Rew  \Yestminster,  Yale  and  Kootenay  from 
the  first  day  of  July  to  the  first  day  of  September, 
during  which  vacation,  subject  to  the  further  provis- 
lons  hereinafter  contained,  no  cause  shall  be  tried.
